How E^s Get SpoUed. 

A very large number of eggs 
are spoiled by careless treatment, 
quite apart from the matter of 
temperature, and the chief cause 
of deterioration undoubtedly aris- 
es from the common habit of al- 
lowing the eggs to remain upon 
their sides. The result of this 
practice is that the yolk, whicl^ 
is heavier than the "white" 
presses against the shell — an un- 
natural state of affairs altogeth- 
er. The shell is unable to resist 
the action of the yolk upon its 

tissues, air is admitted, and de- 
composition immediately seta in. 

If ecgs are to be preeerved 
withoat the aid of any artiikial 
media, aneh aa "water-glaaa" or 
otber lime aolntiona, they most 
be turned over every day or 
stood upon their ends. So long 
as the yolk is kept suspended 
among the "white the egg re- 
mains good for any leaaonable 
period, whether ita ultimate ob- 
ject be to fomiah food or to pro- 
duce a chiek. If tfaia fondament- 
tal principle wore properly un- 
derstood, the egg which tastes 
musty, or is oviously "good in 
parts," would appear far less of- 
ten on our breakfast tables. 

Treated thua, and kept in a 
cool place from first to last, new 
laid egge will reonin quite on- 
impaired for tiie best part of a 
month, and the lower the tem- 
perature of the place of storage 
the longer will they keep. If 
coated with a greasy or gluti- 
nous substance, the effect of 
which is to stop the pores in the 

shell from opening and udmitting 
the air, eggn ean be kept in • 
freab atateformontha on end.
